STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Seabrook, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said Town, on Tuesday the fourteenth day 
of March next, ten of the clock in the forenoon to 
act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To elect a town clerk, one selectman, 
for a term of three years, town treasurer, collector of 
taxes, three constables, highway agent, three over- 
seers of the poor, and all other town officials for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 2. Tosee what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise for the expenses of the general 
government, for the protection of persons and 
property for health and sanitation, for highways and 
bridges, for the support of the town poor, and all 
other expenditures for the year ensuing. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to au- 
thorize the selectmen to borrow money on anticipa- 
tion of taxes, and renew and refund town notes. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote and ap- 
propriate the sum of two thousand dollars to be ap- 
plied upon the four several notes, or any renewals 
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thereof, which are now held by the Rockingham 
National Bank of Exeter, N. H., and to ratify the 
action of the Selectmen of the town in the giving to 
said bank of the following renewal notes: 


Note dated November 21st, 1982 due March 
21st, 1933, for four thousand dollars with interest. 


Note dated February 3rd, 1933 due June 3rd, 
1933, for four thousand dollars with interest. 


Note dated January 5th, 1933 due May 5dth, 
1933, for four thousand dollars with interest. 


Note dated December 2nd, 1982 due March 
29th, 1933 for one thousand dollars with interest. 
and to authorize the Selectmen to renew said notes 
or to pay such upon principal and interest as they 
may deem expedient from time to time until the 
whole of the principal and interest of said notes 
Shall have been paid. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of forty dollars ($40) for the observance of 
Memorial Day. 


Article 6. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the observance of Old Home 
Day, and appoint committees for same. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the town 
will raise to defray the expense of collecting gar- 
bage for the residents of Seabrook Beach, the same 
being left in the hands of the Board of Health. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to cre- 
-ate the office of Chief of Police to be voted for at the 
next annual meeting. 
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Article 9. To see what action the town will 
take in regards to oiling the town roads. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to 
allow a discount on taxes. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to pur-. 
chase the property owned by William A. Perkins, 
and to appropriate money for the same. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to: 
raise the sum of six hundred dollars ($600) to pay 
the Tax Collector for the years of 1932 and 19338. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of fourteen hundred ninety-five dollars and 
elghteen cents ($1,495.18) to take care of the over- 
draft for 1932, for the Old Age Assistance. 


Article 14. To see if the town will raise money 
to take care of all other overdrafts for 1932. 


Article 15. To see what action the town will 
take in regard to housing the fire truck and appar- 
atus, and appropriate and raise money for same. 


Article 16. To see if the town will authorize 
the Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real 
estate acquired by the town through Tax Collector’s 
deeds. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to 
allow the Selectmen to deed back all property ac- 
quired through Tax Collector’s deeds, on payment 
of all money due the town, before it is sold at auc- 
tion. 
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Article 18. To see what action the town will 
take in regards to re-seeding the clam flats and 
appropriate and raise money for same. 


Article 19. To transact all other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.
